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The Woodland Caribou, neither as wary 
nor as swift in avoiding danger as the 
White-Tailed Deer, falls an easy prey to 
hunters, largely through its own sense of 
curiosity. Although completely protected 
by law in Canada, it is perhaps in more 


immi nent danger of extermination than any 
other of our big-game animals.
